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FAIR BUSINESS DOING. 


Jobbing Trade Is Waking Up in Some Quarters—As a 
Rule Mills Have Orders Enough en Hand—Phila- 
delphia Market More Active. 


Business in the New York market has been quiet the 
past week, but not more so than is usually the case at this 
time of year. Any change for the better is not expected 
by the trade till after Labor Day. Just now there is little 
doing, as this is the end of the dull season, likewise the 
end of the vacation season and the end of the month. The 
unfavorable weather of the past week has also had some 
effect on trade. For the month of August many dealers 
report that their business has been smaller than for any 
month so far this year. With the dealers in writings the 
shortage is accounted for by the strike in the Holyoke 
mills. As they could not get goods to fill orders, naturally 
the volume of their sales fell off. Speaking of writing 
papers, the report in regard to them is that all grades are 
very firm indeed. With the advent of the fall demand it 
is predicted that this firmness will increase greatly, as the 
supply is short because of the curtailed production due to 
the strike. The same thing is said of tissue papers and for 
the same reason. In these the quotations continue very 
firm, as the mills are unable to fill on time all the business 
offered them. Book papers, it is said, are fairly steady, but 
are not strong. From now on, however, an improvement 
in the book paper market is looked for. An increased de- 
mand is, of course, expected. Besides, the fact that the 
situation in the soda market has improved since the set- 
tlement of the Holyoke strike has its bearing on book pa- 
pers. In news there is no change of any importance this 
week. The demand for it, which has been quite good all 
summer, still continues. Quotations are reported as low as 
2.30 cents, but these are said to be from some of the smaller 
mills, whose total product does not amount to very many 
tons. The market price for news today, so the large fac- 
tors in the business say, is 2.40 to 2% cents, according to 
the size and desirability of the order. News paper con- 
tracts are figured on the basis of 2% cents. Manila papers 
continue weak. This is because the dealers are pretty well 
filled up with goods and have not of late been able to turn 
their stocks. In a few weeks these will begin to move in 
response to the regular fall demand. In boards the market 
is at present in bad shape, because there is severe cutting 
of quotations on all kinds of boards except straw boards.

New South African Tariff. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Wasuincton, D. C., August 29, 1903.—The new tariff 
for the South African Customs Union passed the House 
of Parliament, at Cape Town, on June 29, but inasmuch 
as it had its first reading at the opening of that Parlia- 
ment on June 5, at which time it was recommended by the 
Governor, and the prevailing custom being that a revenue 
bill shall become operative from the date of its reading, 
consequently all goods became dutiable under the new 
tariff from June 5, including. in some instances, goods 
which had been in bonded warehouse for as much as six 
weeks previous to that date. 

Under this new tariff the following items are of interest 
to the trade, viz.: 

Bookbinders’ requisites, consisting of boards, cloth, 
leather, marble paper, skin, tape, vellum, webbing and wire. 
Free. 

Paper for printing books, pamphlets, newspapers and 
posters, or for lithographic purposes. Free. 

All unenumerated articles are dutiable at 10 per centum

An Ohio Firebug Escapes. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 31, 1903.—It seems an easy matter 
for an incendiary to destroy a couple of hundred thousand 
dollars’ worth of property in Ohio and then escape pun- 
ishment. This, at least, is the opinion of the State fire 
marshal and his assistants since the escape of Mark Wel- 
born, the confessed fireburg who set fire to the Franklin 
and Fordham paper mills of the Sterling Paper Company 
at Hamilton, merely to see a blaze and to be assured that 
the destruction of the plants would preclude his working 
at night, his father being a watchman at one of the mills, 
and requiring him to be on duty. Welborn was only a 
youth, little more than sixteen years of age, and he sud- 
denly developed insanity, so it was thought. From a stal- 
wart boy he was reduced to a mere shadow, would not talk, 
could not eat, and apparently lost all sense of feeling, the 
physicians at the lunacy hearing having stuck pins in his 
body without his flinching. He was sent to the Dayton 
State Hospital, where he escaped while acting as a trusty 
and soon after robbing a companion of 75 cents. The re- 
port of his disappearance was made dilatorily, and Wel- 
born had ample time to skip out of the State, which it is 
believed he has done by this time. He did not show up 
at home. The authorities have been worked up consid- 
erably over his escape, and are wondering how Welborn 
managed to recuperate so rapidly at the local institution 
when he was going into decline so rapidly in the Hamil- 
ton Jail. 

The State authorities have offered a reward for his 
capture. The asylum officials are not interested to this 
extent, but the fire marshal’s department is, and a reward 
has been offered by that department, which believes the 
youngster to be a dangerous person to roam at large. It 
has always been claimed that Welborn shammed insanity 
to escape prosecution, and aided by his youth he managed 
to get out of his serious scrape very handily, all of which 
is poor solace to the paper manufacturers who lost heavily 
and who never rebuilt the enterprises on the same plan.

MontrEAL, Canada, August 29, 1903.—Between fifty 
and sixty members of the Employing Printers’ Club and 
several other guests, representing La Chambre de Com- 
merce, the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association apd the 
press, were the guests of F. J. Campbell, the managing 
director of the Canada Paper Company, last week at 
Windsor Mills.

The new mill 
was next inspected. At this location on the St. Francis 
River the company has developed a great water power. 
‘The mill buildings are of a most modern and substantial 
character, and the new paper making machine, which is 
now in operation, is the largest in Canada, and one of 
the largest in America, making a sheet of paper 160 
inches in width.

The Annual Shutdown—Water Drawn from Canal—Over- 
hauling Mills—The Sulphite Plant—Mills at 
Phoenix and Marcellus Falls. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Futon, N. Y., September 1, 1903.—On Monday morn 
ing the water was shut out of the hydraulic canal which 
furnishes the power for the mills at the east end of the 
lower dam, and in consequence all the manufactories in 
the “mill district” are idle. It is the custom each year to 
draw off the water from this canal to permit the ‘various 
manufacturers to inspect their water wheels, repair their 
flumes and strengthen the race wall. This summer the 
new wheels for the Volney Paper Company plant will be 
set and its bulkhead built while the water is out of the 
channel. 

Work on the Volney Paper Company's new concrete 
mill has been progressing steadily and the building 1s 
attracting wide attention because of the method employed 
in its construction. 

The Victoria Paper Mills Company has an unusually 


large amount of overhauling planned for this time, and 
while its mills are down the company will install the two 
large boilers recently received by it, clean out the balance 
of the rock from beneath the old Hoff flour mill, and put 
the plant generally in trim for the fall business. J. H. 
Howe, secretary of the Victoria Company, is enjoying 
a well earned rest with his family at Canandaigua Lake. 

There is no cessation of business, however, with the 
mills on the “west side” or at the Fulton plant of the 
United Box Board and Paper Company, and their wheels 
are running steadily and the machines each week pushed 
toward a new record for tonnage. 

The Granby Paper Company is making preparations 
to lengthen its Fourdrinier wire and go into a_ heavier 
grade of paper. New dryers are to be added and new 
calenders, and when the mill is set in motion after the 
change the product will be 20 pound papers instead of tis- 
sues, as heretofore, 

At Battle Island the sulphite mill is gaining in its out- 
put each succeeding month. Boatloads of wood are now 
arriving in considerable numbers from the Canadian 
rossing plant, and with the improved facilities for han 


dling the wood the boats are unloaded in from four to five 
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hours each. The company is now marketing two grades 
of pulp, No. 1 and No. 2, and will shortly arrang: 
for grinding its screenings and putting them into maz 
ketable shape. The company has not been troubled by 
low water at all; in fact, its power is now at its best and 
the plant is running smoothly. 

The mills at Phoenix are also enjoying their best water 
power now, their situation being Somewhat similar to 
the Battle Island Paper Company.

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THE WALLACE CASE. 


It Is a Well Known Suit as to Adirondack Lands—A 
Question as to Constitutionality of 
the Tax Law. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Syracuse, N. Y., August 31, 1903.—The case of Fanny 
F. and Lulu J. Wallace, as executrices and widow and 
heir-at-law and devisees under the of the late 
Edwin R. Wallace, of this city, against the International 
Paper Company and William McEchron, impleaded with 
Warren Curtis and others, has been taken to the Court of 
Appeals for the plaintiffs. The case is important, as it

The action was brought several years ago by Mr. Wal- 
lace, of Burnet avenue, the well known writer of Adiron- 
dack guides and literature.

It has been held that the International Paper Company 
is seized in fee simple and is the owner of one-third of the 
premises in question, subject to the lien of certain mort- 
gages, and the defendant, Mr. McEchron, is seized of the 
remaining two-thirds. 

The claim of the Wallaces is that the tax 
which the defendant Mr. McEchron claims title was void, 
because all the taxes, by reason of which the State claimed 
the right to make such sale, had in fact been fully paid.

“No application or action has even been brought by these 
plaintiffs to procure the cancellation of the sale and con- 
veyance of these lands for the taxes claimed to be due and 
unpaid for the year 1862; but conceding that the com- 
mencement of this action for a partition of the same to 
these plaintiffs as part owners thereof is equivalent to such 
an action, inasmuch as it was not commenced until October 
5, 1897—some five months after the time limited by Section 
132 above cited—it seems clear that such action is a com- 
plete bar to any relief to the plaintiff, based upon a cancel- 
lation of the sale and conveyance through which McEchron 
claims his title. 

“In other words, the provisions of the acts of 1885 and 
of 1893, above referred to, and which are re-enacted in the 
said Section 132, make the recorded Mc- 
Echron, from the State, at least presumptive proof of his 
title to the interests in these lands which the plaintiffs 


conveyance to 


claim, even though the taxes for which they were sold 
had actually been paid, and the short statute of limitations 
in such section contained bars the plaintiffs from applying 
for a cancellation of such sale and conveyance, and so 
makes such conveyance absolute.” 

The court then held that it was unimportant to deter- 
mine whether the highway tax was or was not paid. It 
suffices that the State then claimed it was not paid and sold 
the land to pay it, and, although that sale might have been 
cancelled had the plaintiffs applied therefor within the time 
permitted by the statute, their omission to do so allowed 
the title which the State then assumed the right to convey 
to become absolute.

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CANADIAN WOOD PULP. 


The Exports of the Dominion for the Last Twelve Years— 
The Quantities Sent to Great britain and 
the United States. 


The Year Book of Canada for 1902 shows that the wood 
pulp industry of Canada for the calendar year mentioned 
was carried on by thirty-five mills, which had an output 
of 240,989 tons of wood pulp. Of this quantity 155,210 
tons were mechanical puip, 76,735 sulphite, and 9,044 soda. 
The corresponding quantities for 1901 were: Mechanical, 
169,360 tons; sulphite, 84,500 tons; and soda, 10,740 tons. 
This shows a decrease of 23,611 tons in 1902. The de- 
crease is distributed: Sulphite, 7,765; soda, 1,696; mechan- 
ical, 14,150 tons. The total value of the output of 1902 
was $4,383,182. 

There are several large mills in course of construction, 
or which, being finished, did not operate during the year 
1902. Two or three firms have gone out of business, or 
manufacture only paper where before they made_ pulp. 

Nine of the thirty-five mills manufacture sulphite pulp 
and four soda pulp. Twenty-five manufacture mechanical 
pulp and four make both chemica] and mechanical. Tak- 
ing the returns of thirty-two mills, the average time the 
mills ran during the year was ten months. The power to 
drive the mills is chiefly derived from water. Of a total 
power equal to 81,725 horse power, 78,296 is water power. 

The value of wood pulp exported from Canada during 
the years ended June 30, 1890 to 1902, is as follows:

The growth of the industry is considerable. In the cen- 
sus of 1881 there were five establishments with an output 
of $63,000. In 1891 there were twenty-four with an output 
of $1,057,810. The census returns for 1901 have not 
tabulated. For 1902 the returns to the statistical 
branch of the Year Book show, as given above, thirty-five 
establishments with an output of $4,383,182. Of the prod- 
uct of Canadian mills, the customs returns show that dur- 
ing the calendar year 1902 the export amounted to $2,511,664, 
leaving $1,871,518 for home use. In a general way, there- 
fore, Canada exports about 57 per cent. of her production, 
Of the $2,511,664 worth exported by Canada in 1902, Great 
Britain took $976,192, the United States $1,518,130, and 
other countries $17,333. The market for this product in the 
United Kingdom is large. In the calendar year 1902 the re- 
quirements of Great Britain were of the value of $11,671,- 
307, of which seven-elevenths were chemical pulp. The Ca 
nadian export in 1902 to Great Britain was about 8% per 
cent. of her needs.

Sulphur in Alaska.

feet, and the sides are all honeycombed, affording shel- 
tering caves for Mr. Carison and his twenty-five men for 
many nights. Owing to there being no timber at all on 
the mountain, the month spent in the snows was spent 
for the most part entirely without fire or hot food, but the 
wonderful revelations more than compensated the traveler. 
In one spot the removal of 30 feet of snow and ice 
and some 20 feet of broken shell rock let the work- 
ers into a body of commercially pure sulphur, the extent 
of which was not discovered, for a shaft of 50 feet had 
not gone through it, and it was impossible to sink fur- 
ther owing to the constantly caving sides. In all, the de- 
posits were tapped at sixteen points, and found to be at 
every point more from adulterous substances—lava 
bodies and pumice, which hinder the workings in Sicily— 
than even the sulphur beds of Iceland.

Report of Canal Transportatien Company’s Receivers. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, August 31, 1903.—C. C. Richardson, the 
Lockland paper manufacturer, and W. Kelsey Schoepf, the 
Miami Valley capitalist, submitted their report last week 
as receivers of the Miami and Erie Canal Transporta- 
tion Company. The report was an extended one and cov- 
ered every detail except the amount of liabilities. It con- 
tains a statement of the receipts and disbursements from 
the date of the receivership, July 3 to August 8, shows the 
receipts of the entire period to have been $6,269.50, and the 
disbursements $10,214.20, a deficit of $3,944.62, which does 
not include the $5,000 borrowed, though the report includes 
that sum in the receipts of the period from August I to 
August 8 Including the loan negotiated the receipts ex- 
ceeded the disbursements. 

The expenditures for material, labor, equipment, &c., are 
Track and roadway, $577,381.76; bridges, 
trestles and culverts, $149,217.32; electric line equipment, 
$307,784.20; tools and machinery, $14,619.99; power plant 
equipment, $50,467.87; cars and locomotives, $61,242.47; 
boats and equipments, $64,821.48; real estate, $10,004.90; 
buildings and fixtures, $46,700.50; special account, engi- 
neering, making surveys and plats, $3,118.16. The total 
expenditures up to date in constructing the road to Mid- 
dletown, the Paper City, amount to $1,285,549.74. The 
inventory of the company’s property shows that it considers 
the value of the equipment, tracks, rights, &c., to be most 
substantial, though no figures as a whole are given. The

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FOREIGN NoTEs. 


A convention has been formed by the German roofing 
board factories with the view of obtaining higher prices. 

A bisulphite pulp mill is in the course of erection near 
Halmstad-Nassj6, Sweden, for the Munksj6 Aktiebolag 
Its production (4,000 tons annually) will be utilized at the 
same firm’s paper mill at Jonképing. Hugo Lundberg is 
manager. The motive power is derived from the Gotafors 
Chute at Lagan. 

According to official statistics, six Austrian playing card 
makers exported last year 2,138,242 packs of cards, the 
total weight being 277,145 kilos. The Austrian playing 
card trade comprises 12 manufacturers, 16 printers, 24 
painters and 119 assistants. The total production for inland 
consumption 1,463,149 packs. The stamp duty ob 
tained by the Government amounted to 621,517 k.

It is reported that the Spanish paper market has been 
revolutionized, owing to the action of the paper syndicate 
known as La Papelera Espafiola. Consumers have found it 
difficult to obtain supplies from firms outside the syndicate. 
It may be noted, however, that foreign makes have been 
more largely imported, and notwithstanding the duty are 
considered of better value than the home production. 


The imports of mechanical wood pulp into France dur- 
ing June amounted to 96,958 metrical quintals (ten of 
which equal about 1 ton), as compared with 128,971 metri- 
cal quintals in the corresponding months of last year and 
85.644 metrical quintals in June, 1901. The French imports 
of chemical pulp amounted to 68,112 metrical quintals, 
against 76,770 metrical quintals in the month of June last 
year, and 52,405 metrical quintals in June, 1901. 

The Finnish paper trade generally is said to be in a fairly 
flourishing condition, orders—and water—being abundant. 
The great difficulty is the prevalent lowness of prices, 
which the makers are trying to meet by effecting a com- 
bination among the various mills. 
to be the principal cause of the trouble, as notwithstanding 
the heavy import dues the Finnish paper makers are able 
to beat their Russian competitors in their own markets. 
The exports to Great Britain have, however, largely ceased 
owing to Scandinavian competition. 


Overproduction is said 


Rags and cellulose were imported into Havre, France, 
during 1902 to the extent of 1,909 tons; Rouen, 56,429 tons, 
and Treport, 1,979 tons. Of this quantity the imports into 
Havre and Rouen were nearly all cellulose pulp, while 
those into Treport were almost entirely composed of rags 
from the United Kingdom. Honfleur imported 5,678 tons 
of wood pulp during the year; this was the first importa- 
tion at Honfleur, and was for use at factories at Honfleur 
and St. Maclou. Boulogne-sur-Mer exported 4,308 tons of 
rags and waste during 1902, as against 3,439 tons in the 
previous year. 

Statistics dealing with. the exports of German paper 
show a considerable increase during the first half of the 
present year. In lithographic paper alone the value shows 
a difference of 4,000,000 marks, compared with the cor- 
responding period of last year. Among other grades may 
be mentioned surface and metal papers, 1,500,000 marks ; 
paper goods, 2,000,000 marks; wall paper, 1,000,000 marks ; 
colored lithographs, &c., 2,500,000 marks. Rags, pulp wood, 
wood pulp, &c., show an increased importation, while the 
exports of pulp wood, mechanical and chemical pulp, paper 
and pulp making machinery show a decline compared with 
last year. 


Beecher, Peck & Lewis in Larger Quarters. 


Derrorr, Mich. Avgust 31, 1903.—The big white building 
on the south side of Jefferson avenue, between Griswold 
and Shelby streets, formerly occupied by Strong, Lee & 
Co., has been leased. for a term of years by Beecher, Peck 
& Lewis, wholesale dealers in paper, stationery and print- 
ers’ supplies, at 137 to 141 Jefferson avenue, who are now 
taking possession. 

The firm of Beecher, Peck & Lewis was organized fif- 
teen years ago and began business at 131 Jefferson avenue. 
After two years they enlarged by adding another store, 
and made another addition, two years after that, giving 
them three stores, but for some time past their largely in- 
creased has demanded room. The floor 
space in their old quarters was 30,000 square feet, while the 
Strong, Lee & Co. building gives them 55,000 square feet, 
together with splendid shipping facilities. The-building is 
four stories high, with a large basement and 60 feet front- 
age on Jefferson avenue, but on Woodbridge street it is 
five stories high, with a frontage of roo feet and three 
doors for shipping and receiving goods, the hauling from 
the railroads and boat lines being done through Wood- 
bridge street without being obliged to climb the hill on 
Jefferson avenue.

PAPER.—The past week according to all reports has 
been quiet in the paper trade. It is also the general verdict 
that August has been the quietest month that the trade has 
experienced this year. The curtailment of business with the 
Writing houses because of the Holyoke strike is cited as 
one reason for the poor August showing in that branch. 
The dealers say that they could have done much more 
business if they could have gotten the paper with which 
to fill their orders. In July the effect of the strike was 
not so noticeable on the books of the dealer. Because of 
the long shutdown of the mills it is but natural that Writ- 
ings should be firmer than any of the other kinds of paper. 
All grades of Writings are very firm indeed, not so much 
because of the demand as for the reason that the supply is 
at present short. But notwithstanding. their strength Writ- 
ings are selling at the old prices. With the gradual addi- 
tion to the demand that may be expected from now on it 
would not be surprising if some advances in Writings 
should take place. In Book papers the report is that for the 
season they are fairly steady. The demand for Book is as 
yet not strong, still the manufacturers predict that with 
the setting in of the fall demand Book papers will be much 
firmer than they are at present. The fact that Book papers 
have held so well all through the summer is cited as an 
argument why they should grow considerably in strength 
under the impetus of an increased demand. Manilas are 
admitted to be rather weak, especially the lower grades. 
The reason for this is given as the inability of the smaller 
dealers to turn their stocks. It is quiet in Manilas as in 
most other lines; still it is not absolutely dull, as there is 
something doing in the various grades. News paper is in 
fair demand for this time of the year. Quotations from 
some of the outside mills range as low as 2.30c. The agents 
of the large manufacturing companies, however, still claim 
that 2.40@2c. is their range on current business. Tissues 
continue very strong and are apt to advance still further in 
price. On Boards the market is in bad condition because 
of price cutting. We quote:
